Georgia Senator Declares 
That There Is No Au-

Washington, September 15.—(#)— 
Bombarded with protests from the 
south and telegrams of inquiry con- 
cerning the validity of governmental 
opinion on the future prices of cotton, 
which today sent the market down 
$6.50 a bale at New Orleans, the bu- 
reau of agricultural economics tonight 
withheld a statement of its position 
pending a conference of its chiefs 
with Secretary Jardine. 

In the meantime southern congres- 
sional leaders were flooding the secre- 
tary with objections to crop price 
forecasts by his department and crit- 
icising the prediction made in a state- 
ment released today that “should the 
present estimate of: production be 
realized, and past relationships be- 
tween supply and price prevail, it is 
likely that prices will decline in the! 
next few months.” 

Lioyd S. Tenny, chief of the bu- 
reau, was absent from his office to- 
day, as was C. W. Kitchen, acting | 
chief. In their absence J. C. Mar- 
quis, director of publicity for the 5u- 
reau, buffeted the storm with a deela- 
ration that today’s statement was con- 
tained in a publication of limited eir- 
enulation intended primarily for econ- 
omists and field agents, was almost 
identical with a cotton price . review 
published a month go, he said, adding 
that if carried by the press in its 
entirety it would not have caused the 
New Orleans reaction. 

It was a long range forecast, Mar- 
quis said, and shoud not apply to the 
present market. The statement, he 
explained, was not issued as a regu- 
lar press release. 

Harris Is Sore. 

Marquis’ explanation was given aft- 
er earlier in the day it had been de- 
elared at the bureau thai there was 
no new predicttion regarding cotton 
prices which warranted today’s break. 
The suggestion was given at that time 
that the report credited to the bu- 
reau was based “on a mere frag- 
ment of the review of last month, and 
no reference was made to the state- 
ment released for today.

BURNS RECORDS 


Files of Former Head of 
Juvenile Court in Den- 
ver Go Up in Smoke of 
Huge Bonfire. 


Denver, Colo., September 15.— 
(Uifited News.)—The files of Judge 
Ben Lindsey’s famous juveline court 
went up in smoke of a huge bonfire 


today. 
Lindsey removed the records when 


he was ousted from office and the fire 
was his answer to attacks by Phiup 
Van Cize, former district attorney, 


who declared the bar association in- 
vestigate charges that Lindsey caused 
the resignation of court employees 
and removed court records when he 
left his office... 

Lindsey poured coal oil over the 
pile of records in Jerome park, and 
made a speech explaining his actions 
as he touched a match to the papers. 

Lindsey declared he was taking the 
action rather than turn over papers 
which would cause scandal and bring 
ruin to many prominent people, in- 
cluding members of the families of 
a number of ministers. 

Reporters watched the blaze and 
photographers snapped pictures as the 
disputed records went up in smoke. 

A procession of five automobiles 
left the Lindsey residence late today 
carrying the papers in wicker baskets. 

Arriving at the park, Judge Lind- 
sey announced he was about to burn 
some private papers, none of which 
were court records. , 

To allow them in the hands of others 
would be to risk eandal and 
grace for those to whom they related, 
he said. The records, he made clear, 
had te do with sex cases he had 
handled. | 

“Do you think IT want homes ruined 
in Denver?” the judge asked the wit- 
nesses as he applied the match. 

As the flames consumed the papers 
Judge lindsey handed copies of a 
statement to the reporters. It read: 

“All the poor girls, troubled women 
and neople who have given me their 
confidence that I-could help them, 
please now rest in peace. Your se- 
crets are safe,” said the judge. “The

Columbus’ government weather bu- 
reau recorded a maximum temperature 
of 104 degrees, according to an As 
sociated Press dispatch from that city. 
The weather bureau in Washington 
reported to the Associated Press that, 
so far as government stations which 
had reported, “the heat wave that has 
tumbled out of the September sky 
reached its maximum intensity at 
Birmingham, Ala., where the mercury, 
climbed to 102 degrees.” 

Fireman Macon Victim. . 
At Macon, Grady King, city fire 


man, was the first heat prostration 
in years and the only victim reported 
in the south. He was overcome while 
fighting a small blaze. The maximum 
temperature at Macon was 98 degrees.

The section in question follows: 

“Section 6. Nothing in this act 
shall be construed to affect the ap- 
propriation or allocation of the mo- 
tor vehicle fees and licenses and pro- 
rata of gasoline taxes to the state 
highway department: nor shall it be 
construed to affect the appropriation 
or allocation of the pro-rata of gaso- 
line taxes to the counties of the state; 
nor shall it be construed to affect the 
appropiration or allocation of the pro- 
ceeds of the cigar and cigarette taxes 
to the payment of pensions. 


“Nor shall this act be construed to 
affect either the appropriation or al- 
location of the proceeds of the tax on 
lumber dealers or dealers in other 
forest products to the state forestry 
fund or the allocation of the pro- 
ceeds of fees and penalties to the state 
game and fish protection fund; and 
provided further that as to those de- 
partments, branches, agencies, commis- 
sions and bureaus of state government 
who under the law can only assess a 
sufficient amount of fees, — licenses, 
penalties, ete.. to support such depart- 
ment, commission. board, bureau. 
agency or branch of government, all 
assessments levied for such support 
shall be in the maintenance appropri- 
ation for such department, board, bu- 
reau, agency or branch for each year. 

“None of the provisions of this sec- 
tion shall be construed to exempt or 
except any of the funds, taxes, monies, 
fees, commissions, penalties or other 
charges received, collected or paid 
into any of the agencies named in this 
section from the requirements of Sec- 
tion 1 of this act that they shall all 
be paid into the state treasury.”

PRIDE OF DETROIT 
ABANDONS FLIGHT. 

Tokyo, September 15.—(/)—Ed- 
ward F. Schlee, of the round-the-world 
monoplane Pride of Detroit, whose 
projected hop across the Pacific was 
abandoned, declared in an address to- 
day at a luncheon in honor of himself 
and his companion, Walter 8. Brock, 
that more and better airports were 
needed all over the world in order to 
make flying safer and better. 

Schlee described the long flight of 
the Pride of Detroit briefly. Most of 
the danger they encountered was in 
Japan, he said. They were lost while 
flying over the island of Kiushiu after 
leaving Shanghai and only tuck 
enabled them to find the naval air- 
port at Omura. When first leaving 
Omura for Tokyo, being forced by 
bad weather to return, they found 
they had but one gallon of oil left. 
Schlee said this would have meant a 
forced landing in the mountains or 
at sea had they continued. 

Ambassador MaecVeagh praised the 
American fliers, declaring they had 
established an enviable record and had | 
performed a tremendous service to the 
world of aviation. He declared their | 
names would go down with those of 
Lindbergh. Chamberlin, Byrd and 
other great fliers. 

Both aviators called on navy offi- 
cials and expressed thanks for their 
courteous treatment in Japan. 


RACING PLANES

The French communication not 
only rejected the most-favored-nation 
treaty negotiations, but declined to 
grant any temporary relentment for 
American goods of the maximum 
schedules of the French tariff reform 
decree of August 30, unless and un- 
til the United States had formally 
committed itself to the French pro- 
posal for negotiations on a give-and- 
take reciprocity basis as to specific 
duties imposed by each country. 

In the event of an agreement for 
such negotiations, the French com- 
munication added that France would 
be willing to grant a 50 per cent ease- 
ment from maximum tariff rates on 
American goods affected. but warned 
that this temporary relief would be 
promptly withdraw and the full maxi- 
mum rates reimposed in the event the 
negotiations failed. 

The communication reached the 
state department late in the day and 
there was no opportunity for detailed 
consideration. It was withheld from 
publication under the rule of cour- 
tesy that requires opportunity for 
simultaneous publication of such com- 
munications by the originative govy- 
ernment, but Associated Press dis- 
patches from Paris were said to have 
conformed closely to the note.

Until a reply from the United 
States saying that government is 
ready to begin discussions the pres- 
ent high rates will prevail.

The government, however, would be 
very much pleased, he said, to enter 
on a reciprocal trade agreement rest- 
ing on the principle of favors given 
for those recelved. 

Whitehouse interrupted occasional- 
ly to tell the American view. 

Reply of French, 

M. Arnal remarked that tariff re- 
lations between France and America 
had not been on a contractura! basis 
heretofore. His remarks were, in sub- 
stance, a paraphrase of the paper 
lying before him which he later 
handed to Whitehouse. The text is 
not to be made public either in Paris 
or Washington for the present. 

The American business community 
‘in Paris is much dissatisfied with the

their produce to middlemen. or en- 
trusting the sales of it to commission 
merchants.

Between now and the next year's 
fruit and trucking season the state's} 
market bureau could weil and benefi- 
cially busy itself in the work of in- 
structing the roadside farmers in the 
circuit of every Georgia city in the 
better and profitable methods of front- 
gate marketing. The setting up of 
such easily accessible fruit and truck. 
and chicken and egg, and milk and 
butter, stands would go far to profit 
the farmers, but spell savings and sat- 
isfaction to the city dwellers. who 
could thus turn their joy rides into 
market excursions.

Abolishing Scouting. 


Bill Roper, veteran toach of Princeton, who is now writing for The 
Constitution through the North American Newspaper Alliance, declares 
| in a recent article that the movement for the abolition of football scout- 


®\ ing is gaining great headway in the eastern schools. 


| If this be true the eastern schools sre doing much to- 


| ward making football a greater game for the spectators and 
| a greater game for th: participants. 


) It has been the cry of most coaches that the abolition of scouting 
-is impracticable. They iook upon such a rule as unenforceable—like the 
| eighteenth amendment—a fine theory but just a thory in so far as its 


real value is concerned. 


Bill Roper declares that private agreements between east- 
ern universities last year worked out perfectly and in that 
statement we will have to take Princeton’s coach at his word. 
If private agreements can be worked it does not seer beyond 
the pale of possibility that a general agreement in any confer- 
ence could be brought about. 


Naturally the honest coach would suffer trom the infraction of the 
rulé by unscrupulous mentors, but that condition exists in almost any 
competition. There would be much underground scouting done by alumni 
and it would be almost impossible to keep the player from learning things 
through his alumni friends without the knowledge of the coach. 


Even dt that, the abolition of authorized scouting would 
prevent both teams from practicing against enemy plays and 
would place a greater premium on such originality of execution 
as any coach could develop in his charges. 


As it is now the offensive plays of the opposition are known to the 
home team before the game and any new play must be saved until the 
last week for development and must not be used in any game where 
scouts may be present. That cuts the value of the play in half. 


The abolition of scouting is a great theory and some day 
it will be worked out al! over the nation. Just when that day 
will be is very problematical, to say the least. —

TAK LAW REVISION 
SPLIT DEVELOPS 


Washington, September 15.—()— 
Revision of the administrative fea- 


tures of the present tax law is a prob- | 
lem which is expected to give the new 
congress almost as much trouble as 
that of deciding what rates are to be 
lowered and the amount of the re- 
ductions. 

A solution of that problem is not 
made any easier by the rift in the 
joint - congressional committee which 
was created under the present statute 
to deal with questions of the adminis- 
tration of the tax laws. As a result 
wide differences between the house 
and the senate are likely to develop 
as the revenue legislation proceeds on 
its way through congress. 

Rift Develops. 

This rift developed soon after the 
joint committee was appointed last 
vear and grew out of the selection of 
Chairman Green, of the house ways 
and means committee, as chairman, 
over Chairman Smoot, of the senate 
finance committee. 

It is an open secret at the capitol 
‘hat there has not been the fullest 
measure of cooperatior. between the 
house and senate members of the 
joint committee in the prosecution of 
the task assigned to them under he 
provision of the law originating in the 
senate, 

Some congressional leaders said ‘>- 
day they had not been over-sanguine 
as to the extent of the work that the 
joint committee might be able to ‘do. 
They recalled that the proposal for 
the appointinent.of the eommittee was 
advanced while the special senate 
committee under Senator Couzens, re- 
publican, Michigan, was carrying for- 
ward its investigation into the meth- 
ods of tax settlements pursued in, the 
internal ‘revenue bureau. 

With the bureau then under sharp 
attack from the Couzens committee 
hecause of the’ methods used in set- 
tling the tax cases of many large 
corporations, there was a proposal to 
continue its work. Senators opposing 
such a move then came forward with 
the plan for a joint congressional com: 
mittee to make an inquiry into ad- 
ministrative methods with a view to 
recommending any necessary changes 
when the next revenue measure was 
considered. 

‘hairmar teen, with other house 
members of the com..iitee, have been 
quite active in their work, especially 
during the present recess of congress. 
conferring with treasury officials and 
studying. various concrete cases of the 
operations of administrative features 
of the law now in force and the 
regulations issued by the treasury un- 
der those features of the law now in 
force, that a report for this commit- 
tee now is being prepared and will be 
taken up at. a meeting which Chair- 
man Green is expected to call for the 
middle of October. The report will 
be earefully studied and revised with 
a view_to having it in completed form 
when the house ways and means com- 
mittee meets on October 31 to begin 
consideration of a tax revision meas- 
ure. 

Recommendations of the committee 
will form the basis for revision of the 
present administrative features which 
have not worked out to the entire 
satisfaction either of the treasury -r 
of congress.
